The direct and exciting cause of 
acute colds is very likely always an 
infection. 
The indirect and predis­ 
posing cause is in all eases a chilling 
of some part of the surface of the 
body. 
Given these two factors their mode 
of action is somewhat as follows: 
When a part of the surface of the 
body is chilled by exposure to violent 
cold, to winds and drafts, or to damp­ 
ness, the vessels in th at area become 
contracted with the result th at those 
of deeper structures become congest­ 
ed. 
How ( hilling Causes Colds 
There is a close relationship be­ 
tween the circulation of blood in the 
skin which covers the body and the 
mucous membranes which line struc­ 
tures inside the body. 
Thus, when 
the vessels in the skin are contracted 
and contain less blood, those in the 
mucous membranes are dilated and 
contain more blood. 
’Hence, if the 
vessels of the skin are contracted as 
a result of exposure to a draft of 
cold air, those in the mucous mem­ 
branes are proportionately dilated. In 
other words, the blood squeezed out 
of om? part has to find room iii an­ 
other section. 
For example: If the feet become 
wet. and chilled a considerable vol­ 
ume of blood is affected because the 
feet have a very large skin area com­ 
pared to their bulk. 
The blood that 
normally traverses the vessels of the 
feet now engorges the vessels of the 
mucous membranes. 
There is con­ 
gestion of these membranes and from 
this it is only a stop to inflammation 
when the membranes are irritated. 
The circulation is now slowed up and 
tli»» ever-present germs gain a firm 
foot Iiold.

In this letter I am not going to ar­ 
gue for or against prohibition. 
We 
have to accept things as they come, 
whether wo like them or not. 
How­ 
ever, it iv true that France and Cali­ 
fornia are preparing to sell 
Texas 
and the south millions of gallons of 
wine. 
Lots 
of 
people 
will 
drink 
French wine because it is imported, 
and lots of of hers w ill drink < 'alifor- 
nia wine because it is advertised so 
much. 
What I want to get at, since 
we are going to have Wine anyway, is 
u by should Texas not get some of t be 
trade? 
Out at 
South Bend, Texas 
farmers are preparing to do ibis, bul 
in oilier places the people are asleep 
af the \\ heel. 


ii is ;t fact that (la* finest wine 
giapes grow in Texas that grow oil 
the globe. 
Even ria* French had to 
send bere and gel souk* of our grapes 
as a foundation for their fine wine 
grapes. 
As a man who had been to 
Fram e said to me, our wild grapes 
make as good wine as French grapes 
in 
East 
Texas, 
muscadines 
grow 
along creeks, and there is no finer 
grape in the world limn Ila* Soupper- 
I ming. 
They a re ba rd lo gat ber. bul 
I we have 
tin* 
Carman, 
Horhermont 
j aud Black Spanish. 
Any of these are better wine grapes 
than any that grow in California. 
J The Carman makes about one bushel. 
Ion an average, to the vine. 
The lier 
bermont and Black Spanish may beat 
this. 
lf tilt* vines are allowed to ov­ 
erbear, we can get two bushels per 
vine, but that weakens the vines for 
tin4 next crop. 
A bushel of grapes will 
produce 
three gallons of pure juice, or water­ 
ed as some do, a bushel will make 
four gallons. 
The juice sells whole- 
sale for $1,50 a gallon. 
You can grow 
about iou vines per acre. 
Even 
the price of juice fell to 50c a gallon, 
there would still he $300 or $400 an 
acre of grapes. 
It seems to me that Texas farmers 
might us well get this money as any­ 
body. 
We can grow more kinds of 
grapes to blend with, and they are 
all good. 
Our hot sun and dry wea­ 
ther seems to be just what grapes 
need. 
We don’t have to send to other 
countries for their grapes; we al­ 
ready 
have the 
best 
wine 
grapes 
growing right here in Texas that over 
have been found. 
Then, on top of 
grapes, 
we 
have 
blackberries 
and 
dewberries. 
Berries will 
make 
200 
gallons per acre. Many growers claim 
they make more than this, but I want 
to be on the safe side. 
Two gallons 
of berries will make a gallon of cor­ 
dial. 
Considering the fact that ber­ 
ries are so easily grown, they are not 
a bad crop. 
From the beginning of time, grapes 
have Imh*11 an important; crop. 
There 
have been more books written about 
grape growing titan any other fruit. 
They are going to become the leading 
crop in many places, hut Texas has 
the best grapes. 
I ain anxious to see 
our people develop this crop. 
Some­ 
body is going to supply the juice, and 
we can make the best wine a man 
ever tickled his tonsils with, so why 
not do itV 
Why not beat the other 
fellow to it? 
California and France 
will get richer, and Texas poorer, if 
we don’t do this. 
If the north fur­ 
nishes us with whiskey. California 
our wine and St. Louis our beer, and 
we drink tis much as some say we 
will (which we won't) the south will 
soon be impoverished unless we do 
something to balance trade. 
I hoys* 
we Texas jieople can supply so much 
better wine than was ever put on the 
market before' that it will hurt tile 
whiskey trade.
